will, forced eAlva to exatt that , which 
neither he would have done , nor the King 
have ſuffered , if poſſibly to be avoided ;

| to 
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to his Majeſties moſt pious care. and pre 
ſervation , in whoſe pewer it was for oy 
ingratitude, to have thrown us all into oy 
deſerved confuſion , and conſequently de 


ſolation ; by which means he hath built x 


himſelf a living monument, inthe heart! 
of alf true Engliſhmen ; in which he wil 


live more honorably a thouſand times, andj i 


ſo be repreſented to after ages; than all 
thoſe great Monarchs of Epypr , :1n their 
rich Marbles, Pyramids, and Obelisks, 
Andif our Proteſtants of Integrity have 
been , as they pretend, ſo highly inſtru- 
mental in this happy production , it is fit 
they ſhould have their due honor and ac- 
knowledgement ; and very requiſit it is,

f otherwiſe worſted the Lion , is as fair and 


faithful Hiſtory, as any humane Authority - 


JJ can derive to us; Bur upon this it is not 


impoſſible; biit ſome skilful Mythologiſts 
might erec& this Fable; A Princely Lion 
that was for long time acknowledged King 
of the Wilderneſs of $S:14a: , made himſelf 
a moſt ſtately den, a Palace equal to the 
dignity of his Royal Perſon and Authori- 


fty : Now there was'a brood of moſt ſub- 


tile and moſt miſchievous ſerpents there- 
abouts, who had an evil eye upon the ſtate 
and authority of this Royal Liori ; and a 
defire to make thetnſelves Maſters of his 
den. This wicked deſign of theirs, they 
moſt ſetretly and craftily carried on ,: by 
private plots and conſpiracies , bandying 
{1 his counſels , and plonghing with his 


\ Heifers, ' But prevailing nothing with all 


that-, they entfed into a Solenm League 
and Covenant , by artns and open force t6 
expel him from thence, or reduce him un- 
der their obedience. Upon this very ma- 
ny Battels were fought betwixt them , = 

F the 
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the yalour and vigilance of the Lion, was 
ſo great, and ſuch the fidelity of his other 
good Subjes, that in ſome years they 
ceuld yet gain little or nothing from him, 
At laſt the Serpentine power growing 
ſironger , and the goed Lions weaker, 
by their fubcil inſinuation into his Coun- 
ſels, and intellivence with ſome of his 
unfaithful Counſellors , and when almoſi 
all his honeſt friends power Was exhauſt- 
ed , both purſes and perſons ſpenc in the 
purſuance of the Royal right ; the De- 
viliſh ſerpents at laſt took him. priſoner, 
ſeized upon his Reyal den, and atlength 
meſt villanouſly murthered him before 
the very door of 1t. 

The young Lion in the mean whale

and accordingly tranſported himſelf into 
another country , where he lived for ma- 
ny years a diſconſolate (iranger , and: not 
a little diftreſt : Yet notwithſtanding let- 
eth ſlip no opportunity that might ad- 
Vance his Intereſt in Paleſtine , at length 
after many moſt valiant Eflays and At-

mented together in bonds of ſtricter uni- 
on ; and ſo he was contented to fit ſtill 
for a while and give that viperous brood: 
more leiſure to deſtroy one another *: 
which fell out according to the Fox his 
counſels, and the Lions expectations; For 
the two great Serpents , that had made. 
themſelves Princes of the place, and uſur- - 
pers of the Lions right, fell into ſuch fierce 
and unreconcileable differences , that the 
quarrel could never have end}, till one had 
baniſht and driven out the other ; for it is 
moſt certain, as the wiſe Spaniard informs 
us, 11 el amar, ni el mandar u0'quieren 
compayia ; nor love,nor lordſhip can breok 
any Rival : There is but one Sun necgfſa- 
ry in heaven, and one King in a Coty 
a great ſpirit cannot endure a crown made 
Creſcent-wiſe, but will furniſh out the 
roundneſs of the Circle. 

In fine, the worſted Serpent now being 
beaten into extream deſpair , addreſſerh 
himſelf tothe young Lion ,and proffers his 
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utmcft affiſtance to reſtore him effeQtive- 
ly to his right , ſo he will be pleaſed but 
to let him have one- corner of his Den, and 
a part of his power ; to which the Royal- 
hearted Lion readily eflented; ſo with mu- 
tual forces they prevailed to repcflels the 
Den, and ſlay the Maſter Serpent, Now it 
1s, yery notorious , that the beaten and ba- 
niſht Serpent, was aiding and-affiſting to 
the Lion , not for any kindneſs, or love 


to him, or his cauſe ; but for his own pre-. 


ſervation , and to revenge himſelf upen 
his treachercus ccmpanicn, And it is 
ſaid, that ſo noble and ſo perfidious a 
nature ; not being able to cchabit long in 
peace together, the Serpent fill according 
to its Deviliſh Luciferian nature , con- 
ſpiring to be ant {Caſar , ant mbil , ſole 
King or nothing ; they fell intoa mc 
bloody ccmbat, at the ſrme time that this 
Seigmor cf Beaumanour was paſſing by,

whole Nation to their earnelt prayers, that

So [ return to my bulinels, and to ſearch 
out if I can, the yery firſt bed of this vi- 
pzrous brood ; the proper Petigree of 
theſe State Serpents , and the very ſource 
and origin of thoſe Religious Cockatrices 
b-fore ſpoken of, from whence they are 
truly and lineally deſcended, 

Nov there are three derivations alledg- 
ed, but a fourth I believe is moſt pro- 
bable. The firſt is from the old #ick/e- 
fiſts in England , who are regittred by 
Mr. Fox amone(t his Mirtyrs , andare (ll 
accounted by ſom of the late DoRors of 
Integrity , \ {nter primos teſtes veritatis, a- 
mone(t the -firft Witneſſes of the Truth: : 
and yet we ſhall finde that they did hyld 
a; th2 Knoxians did (lince th2m) 1n Scet- 
lard , that the-p2ople might corceR their 
Princes, if they offend: ' And therefore 
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M:lantt,in CMetantthon a reforming Brother too , in 
Com. ſuper his' Cemment upon e471ſtotles Politicks, 
Pol. 9"! ſaith, Varias Tragedias excitavit Wicklef- 


fre, qui contendit cos que = habent Spirt- 


tum Santtum, amittere Domunnuns : Wic- 
cleff raiſed ſtrange Tragedies, by teach- 
ihg that-they loſe all right of Dominion, 
who have not the Spirit of God: And 
1n his Book de jure Magiſtratus , he ſaith, 
Inſanut wickleffus , qui ſenſit 12105 nullum 
domumum habere, wickleff was mad whe 
. _ thought that no wicked man had any right 
- of dominion, 
I tem in Ofiander witneſſeth the ſame in his 
(tb. de wr ninth Century , and divers others of the 
—___ ſame reforming race, who have them- 
cent, g, felves written altogether as Rebel Do- 
-ctrines, yet tax Wickleff highly for this ; 
that all wicked men ſhould loſe their pro- 
priety : So'as if Princes be ſo, which reſts 
in their ſanRity onely to judge , they muſt 
preſently forfeit their Crowns, -And yet 
Mr. Fox calleth him , Stel/ams matutinam 
1» medio nthule, & Lunam plenans in dic- 
bus lis , a morning Rar in themiddle of 
a fog , and the full Moon of the time; and 
the conſequence of thoſe Do&rines may 
beſeen in the Rories of Sir John Oldca- 
file, Lord Cobham, and Sir Roger Afton, 


two | 
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two of Wickieffs Diſciples, who raiſed a 


Rebellion accordingly , and were by that 
ative King Hevry the fifth, defeated, and 
deſervedly put to death for Herefie and 
Treaſon, And how careful that phanati- 
cal Oidcaftle was of his Followers , may 
be ſeen in his Speech to Sir Tho. Erping- 
ham, that if he ſaw himriſe the third day 
from the dead, he ſhould procure qiet- 
neſs and favour to thoſe of his Set :_ But 
by his not reſurreRion (ax he promiſed, ) 
tus Se& lay ſtrangled in the Cradle , and 
buried with him , till King Edward the 
fixt his days, when ſome ends of it were 
taken up agaia , and ſet out with more 0- 
ſtentation . then ever in that Princes Mi- 
nority; and what rare etfe&s of obedience, 
were by that means produced in Queen 
Maris time, who broughtthem up a» 
gain to the Teſt, may be eaſily read in 
our Chronicles, Wherelia it 15 plain , that 
in the poor five years of -her Reign , there 
was de fafts more.open and violent oppo=- 
fition and rebellion made by .her own 
Subjects, than Queen Elizabeth had in 
forty five years , or any Prince before, or 
lince the w1ckleffian Dodtrine ; till the 
ſame ſmothered fire broke gout art laſt in 
our geod King, Charles his time , to his 
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utter ruine , and the ſhaking of the very 
foundations of his Monarchy. 

And yet to this very day , is Wickleff 
held for a grand Apoſtle, among(t all the 
Phanaticks in Exg/and , whoare ar preſent 
more numerous than ever. Howſoever it 
cannot enter into me to believe that he 
deſerved the Honour to be reputed the firſt 
Father of our Protettants of Integrity ; 
though he might poſſibly by that iwgle 
Dotrine | of his , open a gap to all thoſe 
gallant Champions againſt Kings,that ſuc- 
ceeded him. Soexit wick/effin ; and en- 
ter valiant CMartin Luther , who is by 
ſome, and truly not altogether undeſerved- 
ly,ſuppoſed to be the great Grandfather of 
theſe prodigious Dodtrines againſt the 
State, Dignity and Perſons of Kings and 
Princes, | 
_- Ttis well known that in the yeer of our 
Lord 1514 the whole eftate of the Church 
enjoyed aſetled Peace,and all their ancient 


Rignts and Priviledges :' all Princes: with - 


oreat devotion were” Nurfing-Fathers and 
Proteftots of it ; there was a perfe& har- 
mony and correſpondence, (for all mat- 
ters of Religion and Faith) between the 
Church of Rome , and the 'Princes and 
Common-wealths 'of © all Chriſteridom. 


e Ang 
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Anno 15,635. Jartiw: Luther an Augu- 
ſine Frier, a man of a turbulent ſpirit, 
was indeed the firit that broke this lon 
and happy peace, who haying interpoſ 
himſelt in the fatal butineſle of Indulgen- 
ces (ſent by Pope Leo the tenth into Ger- 
many) began firſt as Proctor for his Or- 
der to preach againſt the injury done to his 
fraternity , againti the covetouſneſs and 
abuſes of the Colleors, and againſt their 
Authority-which ' did nominate them, &c. 
And finding (as Novelty is ever at firſt 
_— entertained by the multitude) Popnlo 
placere, quas feciſſet fabulas , and percei- 
ving alſo 'fome of the greateſt, Princes in 
Germany did hear him, and would be rea- 
dy to back him upon all occaſions , and in 
all his proceedings , puffr up with vain- 
glory , and an ambitiovs conceit of him- 
felf, hepreſently ſet himſelf upon higher 
rains, and as a man grown fick in his ſpi- 
rits , and of a fiery diſeaſe, he begun to 
rave and defame all Church Government; 
he abandoned his Cloiſter , caſt off his 
Habit, and renounced all obedience to his 
Superſours : For now he preacheth againſt 
the whole Clergy, - againſt the Tyranny 
and Supertority. of the Biſhop of Rome, 
(whoſe Authority in matters Eccleſiaſtical 
EAUHT as 
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was till thenheld ſacred )perſwaded the peo- 
ple not to render him, or them any obedi- 
ence : Ihe Pope he termed Satamſſimm 
Papam,& Meſſer 1 ſino;the Prelate-,he cal- 
led blind guides; the Religious, he termed 

| Swine, and Candles ſet under a Buſhel, 
Thus he ſought 0 pargare abuſwa, ſed 
tollere ordinem, Triticum cuns 212.Amo evel- 
lere ſinauit ; nottocleanſe the Church of 
abuſes, but to extirpate all Ordet, and to 
pluck up the Wheat with the Weeds.. 


Now tus firlt Rep towards all the Tra- 


gedies he intended,was this ; that he might 
work his miſchief and confuſion in the 
Civil State the better, he firſt tears in 
pieces the Eccleſiaſtical , and ſo proclaims 
open War againſt all the Biſheps in Ger-
